products from our PSL clubs. 


‘Instead of ~copping criticism 
for our errors, this time it’s our 
turn to put the clubs on the mat. 
~ So far four PSL clubs have sent 
us their 1979 Media Guide; a 
fifth, Marconi, also exists but we 
have not received a copy. 

Let’s review them in the order 


‘we received them. 


NEWCASTLE KB UNITED 

Once again — for the second 
year running — this is a very 
good little publication, probably 
the one which all other clubs are 
now using as the yardstick. 

. The cover is smart, glossy, with 
printed text; the inside pages are 
well set out, clearly typed and 
easy to read. 

However, the details on the 
Players are too sketchy: no birth 
dates, for example, and only.a few 
lines about their careers. 

The 1978 appearances are 
most detailed —— but not set out in 
avery economical fashion. 

Instead of using a whole page, 
maybe two pages, for a tabulated 
chart, the appearance lists are re- 
peated for’ each player in a 
somewhat awkward. fashion — 
occupying a third of a page — 16 
times. ¥ 

A bad omission: no photos 
enclosed in the presskit, not even 
stickers or pins. 

But still, a useful compedium 
and the very first finished in 1979. 

Our rating: 7 out of 10. 

CANBERRA CITY 

An elegant, printed cover in the 
club’s colors creates a good im- 
Pression to start with — and the 
impression then continues 
- throughout. 

The text is quite excellent; it’s 
more than a Media Guide, it’s 
almost the full history of the club 
with all the facts and dates you 
will ever-need to know. 

In fact, this section may be a 
trifle too long and labored, taking 
up a precious 11 pages, mainly 
about the various committees and 
happenings since 1976. 

All the team’s previous PSL 
matches, attendances and 
players’ appearances are im- 
maculately tabulated and the 
authors also had the good sense 
to include all their home match 


es. 
For a background on the 
players, the club provides in- 
formation based on a question- 
naire; it’s detailed, well presented, 
readable and literate — if you like 


+ that formula. 


A couple of small spelling er- 
rors did creep in: Ken Dalgleish

{instead of Dalglish) and Marilyn 
Munro, as somebody's: favorite

And an amusing admission: re- 
serve ‘keeper Lindenmayer’s 
favorites are Raquel Welch and 
stamp collecting. Are these 
reasonable alternatives? 

The pictures provided are print- 
ed on one sheet and are extreme- 
ly small though clear; perhaps a 
separate set would have been 
worth the trouble and money. 


Our rating: 9 out of 10. 
ST GEORGE 

The cover is a plain red manila 
with. the club’s color strip 
across; adequate but not over 
impressive. 

The enclosed photos are ex- 
cellent and well captioned; the 
stickers and emblems attached 


qe pretty. 
The text is also adequate. The 
contacts — club, | officials, 


ground, phone, etc. — are well 
set out and most useful. 
The background details on the 


‘players are fairly well ‘done 


though some careers are covered 
in too sketchy a fashion. 

The typing and spelling is very 
good; the only annoying mistake 
is that of assistant coach Tibor 
“Zucherman’’ (instead of 
Zuckerman, high occurs twice), 
and Acosta’s “thange’’ of na- 
tionality from Paraguay to Argen- 
tina. i 

The kit includes no details 
about the club’s previous and 
very considerable achievements 
and records, neither is there much 
reference to its PSL past. 

A special press statement 
about the new stadium and its 
facilities is a welcome addition — 
but some photos of the stadium 
itself would have told the story 
even better. : 

Our rating: 6 out of 10. 

SYDNEY CITY 

The plainest of all plain covers 
with hardly legible typing on the 
top creates a somewhat poor first 
impression. (We had to improve 
the cover for this picture.)

This then continues for a while 
inside. An apology for the delay 
in publication is countered by lack 
of date on the apology .. . 

The authors certainly didn’t 
strain themselves in their effort to 
gather the necessary information. 

The players simply filled in 
questionnaires which were then 
retyped and ronoed — with ob- 
viously a terribly bad stencil. 

Then, instead of writing a back- 
ground of the club and its tremen- 
dous achievements — they at- 
tached four pages from a 


+ newspaper supplement and called 


it “press clippings . < .’ 

Still, the supplement is very de- 
tailed and makes up for the lack 
of original effort by the editors of 
the kit itself. 

All the enclosed photos are ex- 
cellent and well captioned; the 
new club logo is attached and 
usable. 

The players’ backgrounds 
seldom come through from the 
questionnaires which include too 
many.“’human interest’ questions 
— but not enough on soccer. 

Of the four media guides, this is 
the one which is teeming with 
spelling or typing mistakes. 

Samples: “‘Einhoven ... Kenny 
Dalgleish and then Dalslish ... 
Tim Armfield Jimmy 
Greenough Flamenco .. .” 
Weill let the well informed readers 
make the corrections. 

Some amusing answers by 
players to the questionnaire: 
Trenter, aged 21, claims to have 
played soccer ‘all over the world” 
and we also learn that Robert 
Yousiph was born at Trac. Well, 
you trace the place. 

Our rating: 5 out of 10. 

Now, seriously: all clubs de- 
serve 10 out of 10 — at long last 
they are producing something: 

No doubt, all will improve as 
the years go on; Canberra’s 
brilliant effort will be challenged 
by many in 1980. Hopefully, even 
by Canberra. . . 

So congratulations to Newcas- 
tle, Canberra, St. George and 
Sydney City (also Marconi if they 
have one) . . . but what about the 
others? 

Surely APIA and Olympic can 
produce a_ similar presskit; 
Adelaide's two well organised 
clubs should have been among 
the early risers. : 

- But what's happening in 
Melbourne and Brisbane?
